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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: The last 
two lines of claim 1 do not read well. It is suggested applicant replace them with - 
electrical polarity to pass through the element, and preventing a signal having a second 
electrical polarity from passing through the blocking element-. In claim 20, Iin2 2 "in 
open" should be -is open-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,8-10,16,22 and 26-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Brooks et al 6386108. 

Brooks discloses a perforator 15 being carried on an electric line 13. The 
charges of the gun are electrically actuated. Switch 62 serves as an isolation system to 
allow a signal of a first plurality to pass and blocking a signal of a second plurality. As to 
claim 8, the switches are of the diode type. As to claim 9, multiple diodes and switches 
are used. As to claims 10 and 22, a surface control activates the switches. As to claim 
26, downhole controllers can also be used to activate the device. As to claim 27, the 
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method comprises blocking all signals to the device except for the specific triggering 
signal that is allowed to pass and eventually detonate the gun. As to claim 28, a diode 
blocks the signal. As to claim 29, switch 62 blocks the signal in the open state and 
allows the signal in the closed state.

Claims 2-7,1 1-15,17-21 and 23-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
